No more ridiculous or hypé- 
critical stand was ever taken 
by the employers’ reactionary 
machine in the unions than the 
current effort to block labor 
from ‘exerting’ its strength in the 
political field. 

Obviously it is here that la- 
bor can struggle for and win 
its just demands as much as 
‘by economic struggle at the 
factory gates. The success of 
organized labor hinges now upon 
exerting its strength in both 
these directions. To ignore one 
or the other would equally spell 
defeat. 


EMPLOYERS’ MACHINE 


The employers command their 
well oiled election machine as 
well as every major propaganda . 
medium for putting over their 
political deals, Their absolute 
domination of every govern 
ment:] agency is common 
knowledge. In every _ strike 
struggle, -Mayors, Police Chiefs, 
Governors, Generals, and the 
President of the United States, 
all take their stand with the em- 
ployers. They may occasional- 
ly flavor this support with a 
hittle pretense of “impartiality.” 
But the plain facts are evident. 

The government stand now as 
a central executive office of 
united ‘employers—n agency 
which labor may _petition for 
favors. 

_This ‘need not be the case. 
Certainly labor has the power 
to.elect and put in office its 
Own representaiives. But in or- 
der to do this, it must create 
its own lelection mackinety. This 
means the organization of a 
LABOR PARTY. And the un- 
ions are |essential to the success | 
of such an undertaking. i. 


UNITED FRONT 


.There is only one logical way 
to build this Labor Party. At 
the present time, the workers 
and the midle class population 
is divided up into numerous 
groups, including the unions. 
These groups have differences 
of opinion on many points which 
kép them divided. The fact that 
they are divided is greatly to 
the advantage of the employ- 


keep them divided, 

But there are certain pétnts 
upon which there-is no differ- 
ences of opinion. All the groups 
want to prevent fascism. All 
the groups want to prevent war. 
All the groups are opposed to 
the use of the N-tional Guard 
against striking workers. All 
the -groups desire the strength- 
ening of ‘organized labor. All 
the groups wart unemployment 
and health insurance. 

On these and many other 
points, all of the ozganizations 
should uxaite for common strug- 
gle. They must join: hands in 
a United Front Labor Party. 
In doing so, they maintain their 
Separate identity 2nd = separate 
principles intact. 


AN EMERGENCY 


The formation of such a 
Party at the present time is a 
great deal more thin just a pos- 
sible idei. It is a working class 
emérgency! 

The imnfinence of both War 
and Fascism is too real to need 
further emphasis. Unless prac- 
tic 1 steps are taken to prevent 


both these dangers, they are 
going to materialize into the 
most terrible reign of blood- 


shed and oppression that ever 
swept a people. 

The unions today are finding 
their real strength. They are 
casting off the employers’ agents 
who have maintiined oNcial dic- 
tatorship for years and are es- 
t-blishing rank and file control. 
The employers will take every . 
step to prevent this achieve- 
ment. If they are allowed to 
control the State, they will 
crush the unions through the 
armed power of the govern- 
ment. This can bs prevented if 
the unions wil! exert their 
strength in the political field. 


A LIVING EXAMPLE 


If the Northwest lumber strik- 
ers had a labor representative 
in office, do you think the em- 
ployers would be able to call 
out the National Guard to ba- 
yonet them?

ABOUT THE 
Lumber 
Strike 


The great Northwest General 
Lumber Strike was called May 6 
by the militant Sawmill and Tim- 
ber Workers’ Union, an American 
Federation of Labor affiljate. Forty 
a la the 
call. 

The original demands put for- 
ward, and to which the majority 
of the strikers are sticking were: 
6-hour day and 5-day week; 75 
cents per hour basic wage; union 
recognition and hiring through 
union halls; abolition of the hated 
blacklist; safety committees in 
very camp, and no separate agree- 
nents. 

Why did the lumber workers 
strike? Here are ‘a few facts re- 
cently released by tke Labor Re- 
search Association of New York: 


# Wages Drop. ! 


Washington, with an/ average 
of 29,540 lumber workers, and 
Orevon, with 19,486 workers, were | 
the leading lumber employing | 
states in 1931, according to the) 
United States Census of Manu- 
facturers. 

For the country as a 
between 1929 and 1935, lumber 
employment dropped to 189,367, | 
or 548 per cent and average yéar- | 
ly wages of lumber workers to! 
only $598, a 40 per cent drop. 

Acording to figures of the U. 
S. Department of Labor, based on | 
reports from companies averagé 
weekly earnings in 1934 were $11.- | 
93 for workers in sawmil!s and 
logging camps and the average 
weekly wage for millwork was | 
$15.92. Average weekly wage for | 
United States industry in general, | 
however, was $21.14. . |

Merwhile the cost of living | 
soared so that in Portland, Ore., | 
rétail food prices on May 22,, 
1935, were 24.6 per cent higher | 
than on May 15, 1933.

Many of these 
companies are family affairs, stock 
being held closely by small 
groups. Weyerhauser is an im- 
portant stockholder in the “rival” 
Long Bell Company; one of the 
Weyerhauser family was on the 
board of the “rival” Edward Hines 
Associated Lumber Industries, and 
Charles Nelson and St. Paul and 
, Tacoma companies jointly owned 
the Consolidated Lumber Com- 
pany. 

In this manner many of the 
lumber barons avoid publishing 
financial statements, making it 
dificult to get reliable profits re- 
ports.

BERKELEY, Calif., July 18— 
Suit for damages perpetrated in a 
‘vigilante raid during the terror 
Jast summer has been filed against 
the City of Berkeley by Mr. and 
Mrs. Malcolm J. Schmitt. The 
damage claim, for $1,986.60, was 
filed in Superior Court, July 16. 

The building raided, at 2600 San 
Pablo ave., housed the Workers’ 
Book Shop at the time of the 
raid. On the evéning of July 19, 
1934, just after a mob had wreck 
ed the Iinnish Comrades Hall in 
Berkcley, a band of hoodlums 
raided the book shop. The world- 
famous Berkeley police force fail- 
ed to show up until the vigilantes 
had finished ther job and left. 

The Finnish Comrades’ Asso- 
ciation recently won a_- sinilar 
damage suit in Superior Court. 
They were awarded $3,242.50 from 
the City of Berkeley, besides a 
judgment for $1,500 for the insur- 
ance company to cover repairs it 
had already made.on the hall.

Section Organizer Describes Methods Which 
Trebled Party Strength 


_ By Stanley Hancock. 


In November, 1934, our 
bership was about 50. Today it is 
approximately 150. In the last: 
three months we have recruited 
77 members. During this period 

have conducted a seri€s of re- 
cruiting campaigns. These drives 
have differed from past ones both 
local and district, in that we have 
set low, achievable quotas for short 
periods of time. For example, we 
set a quota of raising our member- 
ship from 78 on March 1 to 100 
April 1 and made ‘it. We sct a 
quota of 125 by May 1 and made 
it. We set a quota of 150 by 
June 1 and inissed it by 5. While 
we do not believe that the setting 
of quotas the most important 
factor in a recruiting campaicn 
we do feel that their value is 
considerably enhariced if the meim- 
bers can clearly see the possibil- 
itv of achieving and surpassing a 
relatively small quota.
